The Lehigh Valley Homophile Oganization (LE-HI-HO) has been in 
existence since the summer of 1939, the summer in which the first 
accelerated gay liberation movement arose in New York City. The 
group has no_formal membership oi: dues, but consists of those per- 
sons who participate in its activities and is supported financially 
by voluntary contributions. Leadership and organization are pro- 
vided by officers, an Executive Director, and an Executive Board. 

Our functions are basicly two: one of a social nature for the 
gay people of the valley and surrounding areas, and one of an ed- 
‘ucational nature for the rest of the community. 

The social aspect consists basicly of our monthly meeting, a 
social afternoon with refreshments and occasional programs held in 
the Unitarian Church of the Lehigh Valley, 701 Lechauweki Avenue, 
Bethlehem (Fountain Hill section), Pa., which is supplemented now 
and then by other activities such as theatre trips to New York 
City. Needless to say, we provide the only public social outlet 
possible, other than a gay bar, to the gays of this valley. A 
monthly newsletter of our activities goes to our mailing list of — 
approximately 100 people. ( 

The core ‘of LE-HI-HO's educational aspect is its Library, an 
ever-growing collection of more than 200 books, innumerable articles 
and pamphlets, and a filmstrip program prepared by the Unitarian 
Universalist Association entitled "The Invisible Minority: The 
Homosexuals in our Society". The collection of fiction and non- 
fiction is undoubtedly the best and largest one encompassing the 
subject of homosexuality for many miles around. The bibliography 
of our Library is available to anyone and is used as reference 
material by several area libraries Speakers from our group have 
spoken and taken our filmstrip program to various groups in the 
community, to churches, colleges iike Lehigh, Moravian, Cedar 
Crest and L.C.C.C., to private groups, to the Easton YWCA Women's 
Center, and to individual. members of the clergy and the medical 
profession. Very cordial relations have resulted from these 
sessions, and this is the quiet form of gay liberation functioning 


in this valley.
